eral Otis telegraphs that he is still of 
the opinion that 30,000 will be necessary 
for the effective control of the Philip- 
pines. 


General Lawton has been given the 


command and defences of the city of 
Manila and the- troops foriryng a liae 
around Manila will be his division. 
General "MacArthur commands the out- 
lying garrisons and troops holding the 
railroad and river. 


Washington, June I.—General Otis, in 


the reports of his subordinate officers on 
the operations around Manila up to 
April 6, gives a short summary of the 
Philippine insurrection against Spain, 
laying stress on the fact that a small 
band of the natives of Luzon, leaders of 
the rebellion of "'96 against Spain, were 
induced for ft monetary consideration to 
leave the island. 


These men returned to the vicinity of 


Manila after the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet there, being, as General 
Otis says, "encouraged without author- 
ity to attempt the organization of What 
they were pleased to denominate an in- 
dependent govermnent^for'the Filipino 
people." - 
•-General Otis tells of the landing of 
Aguinaldo from an American/vessel and 
of the insurgents taking advantage of 
the active hostilities between the United 
States and Spain to capture southern 
points and increase their strength. In- 
dependence, General Otis says, was pro- 
claimed by Aguinaldo in August, and as 
early as J-«ne he had warned the United 
States authorities against the landing 
of its military forces on Philippine soil 
without first obtaining his consent, be- 
cause, as he expressed it, "the Filipino 
people might consider the occupation of 
Philippine territory by North American 
troops a violation of their rights." 


Ger.Kia'. Otis adds: "When the United 


States forces landed from their trans- 
ports near and to the south of Manila for 
the purpose of attacking: the city, the 
fiction that they were acting as allies of 
th« insurgents and in furtherance of 
Philippine independence appears to have 
been conveyed by insurgent leaders." 


General Otis Describes Aguinaldo's ef- 


forts to strengthen his lines in prepara- 
tion for hostilities with the United States 
during this time and explains the growth 
of the insurgent independent movement 
by stating that, In the absence of Spanish 
authority, many able and conservative 
Filipinos gave adherence to this seem- 
ingly de facto goverriment. Many of 
these withdrew their adherence when the 
radical element declared its hostility to 
the United'states. 


Describing briefly the tension that ex- 


isted atv the time, General Otis includes 
important correspondence in explanation 
of his course between Ijlmself and Aguin- 
aldo. Early in January, when General 
Otig was asked by conservative Fili- 
pinos to appoint a committee of army 
officers \p meet an insurgent committee 
and effect a compromise by which peace 
might be maintained, General Otis re- 
fused to recognize an insurgent govern- 
ment, but was Willing to negotiate with 
Aguinaldo or a commission appointed by 
him. 


Aguinaldo's response and General Otis' 


reply are Bet out In extracts from the*re- 
port. Aguinaldo wrotei 


"I have been Informed after the Inter- 


view between the commissioners of my 
government and Mr. Carman that there 
will be no Inconvenience on your-part In 
naming as commanding general repre- 
sentatives that will confer with those 
whom I will name for thf same object. 


"Although It not being explained to 


me the reason why jrou could not treat 
with the commissioners of my govern- 
ment, I have the faculty of doing the 
game with those of the commanding gen- 
eral who cannot be recoy«jtzed. Never- 
theless, for the sake of peace I have con- 
sidered It advisable to name as 'com- 
manding general' a commission com- 
posed of the following gentlemen: Flor- 
entine Flores, Ambroslo Flores and 
Manuel Arguleles, that they may to- 
gether represent me and arrive at an ac- 
cord with those whom you will name, 
with the object of using such methods as 
will normalize the actual situation cre- 
ated by the attitude 6f your government 
and troops. If you will deign to attend 
to said commissioners and through these 
methods come to some understanding, 'If 
only temporarily,' that will Insure peace 
and harmony amongst ourselves, the 
Filipino public would reach a greatful 
glory." 


To this letter General Otts replied as 


follows: 


"I have the honor to acknpwledge the 


receipt of your communication of today 
and much pleased afthe action you have 
taken. I greatly regret that you have 
not a clear understanding of my position 
and motives, and trust that my explana- 
tion, assisted by the conference I have 
Jnvltedr_wHl make th«inj;cle»r_to yau^ ,. 


"In my official capacity 1 am merely 


the agent of the United States govern- 
ment to conduct its affairs under the 
limits which its constitution and laws 
Impose and not to recognize any na- 
tional or civil power not already for- 
mally recognized by my government, un- 
less especially authorized to do so by the 
instructions of the legislative of the 
executive of the United States. For this 
reason I was unable to receive officially 
ihe representatives of the revolutionafy 
government and endeavored to make 
that inability .clear to the distinguished 
gentlemen with wham I had the pleasure 
to converse a few evenings since. Tou 
*'ill bear witness that my course through- 
out my entire official connection with af- 
fairs here has been consistent, and it has 
pained me that I have not been able to 
receive and answer communications of 
the cabinet officers of the governmental 
Malolos, fearing that I might be er- 
roneously charged with lack of courtesy. 


"Permit me now, briefly, general, to 


speak of the serious misunderstanding 
which exists between the Filipino peo- 
ple and the representatives of the United 
States government, and which I hope 
that our commissioners, by a thorough 
discussion, may be able to dispel., I 
sincerely believe that all desire peace ' 
and harmony, and yet, by the machina- 
tions of evil disposed persons, we have 
been influenced to think that we occupy 
the position of adversaries. 


"The Filipinos appear to be of the 


opinion that we meditate attack, while 
I am under strict orders of the Presi- 
dent of the United States to avoid_ con- 
flict in every way possible. My troops, 
witnessing the earnestness, the . com- 
paratively disturbed and unfriendly at- 
titude of the revolutionary troops, and 
many of the citizens of Manila, con^ 
elude that active hostilities have been 
determined upon, although it must be 
clearly within the comprehension of un- 
prejudiced and reflecting minds that the 
welfare and happiness of the Filipino 
people depend upon the friendly pro- 
tection of the United States. The hand 
of Spain was forced, and she has "ac- 
knowledged before the world that all 
her claimed rights in this country have 
departed by due process of law. This 
treaty acknowledgment, with the condi- 
tions which accompany it, awaits rati- 
fication by the senate of the United 
States, and the action of its congress 
must also be secured before the ex- 
ecutive of that government can pro- 


.im a definite policy. 
That policy 


,ust conform to the will of the people 


of the United States, expressed through 
its representatives in congress. 
For 


that action the Filipino people should 
wait, at least, before severing the ex- 
isting friendly relations. 
I am gov- 


erned by a desire to further the interests 
of the Filipino people and shall continue 
to labor with that end in view. There 
shall be no conflict at forces If I am 
able to avoid it, and still I shall en- 
deavor to maintain a position to meet 
all emergencies that may arise." 
-r 


General Otis says the negotiations be- 


tween the two commissions reached no 
conclusion. 
The insurgent 
commis- 


sioners presented as the desire of the 
insurgents, absolute independence, un- 
der the protection of the United States, 
but the nature and scope of the pro- 
tection -waned for they could not ex- 
plain, and the conferences ended in 
failure. 


In the latter part of January the in- 


surgents became aggressive,"interfer- 
ing with the American troops', and final- 
ly General Otis wrote General Aguin- 
aldo, calling attention to-the arrest by 
Filipinos of some American soldiers 
and a newspaper correspondent and re- 
questing an explanation. 
Aguinaldo 


replied that the men were arrested In- 
side of his lines for breach of a decree 
forbidding foreigners to approach the 
insurgent lines. 


General Otis' report explains that the 


Americans were not outside our lines 
and 
he 
quotes the correspondence 


to show the efforts of the American 
authorities to maintain peace. 


He next tells how the American sol- 


diers were openly Insulted, and how the 
Insurgents had continuously labored to 
strengthen their Unas, threatening to 
drive the Americans out of the island, 
and how, finally, on the night of Feb. 4, 
the demonstration was made which re- 
sulted In the killing of a Filipino by an 
American sentry, and the firing on the 
Americans by the insurgent troops. 
General Otis says: 


"The insurgent army thug succeeded 


In drawing the nre of a small outpost, 
which they had evidently labored with 
all their ingenuity to accomplish, In 
order to Justify In some way their pre- 
meditated attack. 
It is not believed 


that the chief Insurgent leaders wished 
open hostilities at this time, as they 
were not completely prepared to assume 
the Initiative. 
They desired two or 


three days more to perfect their ar- 
rangements, but the zeal of their army 
brought on the crisis, which anticipated 
their action. 
They could not have de- 


layed long, however, for it was .their 
object to force an issue before American 
troops, then en route, could arrive at 
Manila," 


The report then refers to the uniform- 


ly successful military operations which 
followed the outbreak of hostilities, and 
•peaks highly of the efficiency displayed 
by the troops under the most trying 
•rdeals,

as possible from its present location on 
Bank street to new 'quarters in the 
Wilson house block facing on Main 
street. The entrance will'be through 
the store now occupied as a shoe store 
by Ton & Morin, which will be con- 
verted into a corridor, and the post- 
offlce proper will be in what is now the 
billiard room in the rear. 


This change was finally decided upon 


this morning, wrjen Postofftce Inspec- 
tor Pendleton was in the city and com- 
pleted the deal. It is the most import- j 
ant change that has been announced in 
the city for a long time, and will affect 
the entire city more than anything else 
that has been done in, several years. 


The new Jocation is "an excellent one, 


being on the main street, and in a 
convenient situation. 
Bank street's 


merchants, however, will feel 
the 


change seriously. 


The change was made on account of 


the rent, $1250 a year being the price in 
the present quarters. The rent of the 
new location is not given out, .but it 
is no more than the sum now paid, 
while the accommodations will be much 
better. The lease is for 10 years, from 
the Sullivan Brothers. 


None of the present equipment will be 


used, and the new office when ready for 
use will be one of the best in the state 


There will be a corridor 40 feet long; 


and. 14 feet wde at the entrance, this 
being what,is now the-shoe store. Th« 
passage will then widen out to 24 by 22 
feet, and here will be located the post- 
master's office, and perhaps a stamp 
window or 
rnioney order window. 


Through an archway into what is now 
the billiard room will be put the office 
proper, this being 40 by 45 feet in size. 
Many changes'will have to be made, 
besides securing the new equipment, 
and it win be at least two months be- 
fore the office is moved from 
street.

ant feature will be that the mail bags 
will be taken into the the office through

FIRE DISTRICT QUESTIONS. 


The adjourned meeting of the fire ois- 


< 4rict will be held la Waterman and 


Moore's opera house this evening to de- 
cide tha question of annexing Blackin- 


( ton to the flre district The proposed 


district takes in the houses on the state 
*oad to the North Adams line and the 
•resident part of Blackinton. The as- 
sessed valuation of the proposed flre 
district ia $200,000. At the rate of fire 
district tax of last year the income from 
the proposed tire district would be 
about 480. Twelve hydrants would be 
necessary and at the rate which is be- 
ine paid at present for hydrants they 
would cost 5264. It will be necessary if 
tha proposed district be annexed to 
light the streets. If lighted by elec- 
tricity it would cost about $400, This 
foes tx> show that the expenses would 
exceed the income. It would be of ad- 
vantage to the Williamstown people to 
have the proposed lights, however, as 
the road is' very dark and there is a 
great deal of night travel.

JEFFRIES ON THE FIGHT 


The Boiler Maker Tell* How He 


Will Defeat Fitzsimmons. 


EXPECTS TO WIN BY OUTFIGHTING 


Coninl General lUtmou Reports De- 
velopment of u Sacccn»ful Process. 
Consul General Frank H. Mason, at 


Berlin, makes an interesting report to 
the state department at Washington on 
the development by industrial econo- 
mists in Germany ' of an invention 
"which promises to solve more effect- 
ively than has been done hitherto the 
problem of consuming bituminous coal, 
slack, sawdust and other inferior forma 
of fuel without smoke and under condi- 
tions of extreme economy." 


Describing the new method for the 


information of the American govern- 
ment and the benefit of American 
cities, the consul general says it is the 
system of Paul Cornelius for the con- 
sumption of low grade fuels, the prac- 
tical process of which has been greatly 
modified and improved. 


Continuing,. Mr. Mason says: "The 


process consists simply in distributing 
heated and slightly compressed 
air 


through hollow grate bars to the whole 
lower surface of the furnace, which, 
being injected upward through 
the 


mass of burning fuel, secures equal and 
perfect combustion and an intense, reg- 
ular heat from materials that would 
not be available if burned by ordinary 
methods. Thiseyatem has been in prac- 
tical use since ^September. 


"From the standpoint of general util- 


ity! the advantages which eeem to have 
been secured by this system and which 
render it important to tha United 
States may "be'summarized as follows: 


"First.—The smokeless consumption 


of bituminous slack and other waste of 
mines and coke works in cities and 
towns. 


"Second.—The use for steam and 


heating purposes of the lowest grades 
of western bituminous coals, peat, eaw- 
dnst, etc., and the vast mounds of an- 
thracite waste that now incumber the 
mining districts of Pennsylvania. 


"Third.—In naval vessels, notably 


torpedo boats, to secure such complete 
consumption of bituminous fuel as to 
eliminate smoke, which serves to indi- 
cate'the presence and location of a war 
vessel to an .enemy. 
"It will be understood that while any 


fuel—lump or nnt coal, for instance— 
burns fiercely on a Cornelius grate, 
perfect cpmbustion with consumption 
of smoke-gases requires the fuel to be 
pulverized, so that for naval purposes 
lump coal would have to be crushed in 
order to secure the best results."

FAST ffiEQfl THE ROAD 


Trip of the Automobile From 


Cleveland to New York, 


FUEL USED 
OOST ONE DOLLAK, 


Traveled Seven Hundred and Seven 


Hiles Iii Forty-Devon Honrs :in<l 
Thirty-four Mi notes'Runn ing Time. 
Made Fnst Time TlirongrU Yonkers. 
Incidents Alone the Route. 


Alexander Winton of Cleveland, who, 


accompanied by Charles B. Shanks of 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer, left that 
city for New Tork in an automobile 
Monday morning, May 22, for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating the possibilities 
of vehicles of that description for trav- 
eling long distances, arrived at the 
Astor House, in New York, at a quar- 
ter before 6 o'clock in the evening on 
May 26. The city hall had been the ob- 
jective point of the trip, but Mr. Win- 
ton and his companion not having ar- 
rived thereat a quarter before 5 o'clock, 
Mayor Van Wyck was unable to wait 
longer for them with the letter which 
they were to bring him from Mayor 
Farley of Cleveland. 


In a recent dispatch from Albany 


Mr. Winton told of his faith in the 
automobile sa the vehicle of the future 
and of its possibilities. He said the 
other night: 


"The gasoline automobile is the com- 


ing vehicle. We left Cleveland at 6 
o'clock Monday morning. The distance 
by rail from New York to Cleveland is 
623 miles. The cyclometer attached to 
our automobile shows that 707 4-10 
miles were traveled. On Monday we 
made the 818 miles from Cleveland to 
Buffalo in 11 hours. The second day 
the distance from Buffalo to Fairport, 
N. Y., which is 81 miles, was covered 
in 6 hours and %8 minutes. From Fair- 
port to Syracuse'ls 80 miles. This was 
done on Wednesday in 7 hours and 20 
minutes. Thursday the 147 miles from 
Syracuse were covered in 11 hours and 
48 minutes, and on May 26 the 161 
miles between Albany and New York 
were accomplished m 10 houra and 49 
minutes. 
^ 


"The total miming time was 47 


hours and 34 minutes. Had it not been 
for the breaking of an axle en route the 
trip would, I am quite sure, have been 
made in four instead of in five days. 
On leaving Cleveland we figured that 
the number of miles that we should be 
obliged to travel, following- the roads, 
would be about 800, and we allowed 
seven days in which to accomplish this. 
The distance as we traveled proves to 
have been a little more than 707 miles, 
and this has been done in five days, so 
that we are 207 4-10 miles ahead of our 
schedule. Through misdirection we went 
17 miles out of our way on Monday. 


"The amount of gasoline consumed 


during the trip was not more than 15 
gallons, and the cost of this was about 
$1. At Cleveland we had taken six gal- 
lons on starting, and this coat only 6 
cents, but at the different places along 
the road where it was necessary to re- 
plenish the supply I was obliged to pay 
SO cents a gallo'n. The amount of gaso- 
line required in running the -vehicle 
varied, of course, according to the.con- 
dition of the road, the average being 
one gallon for 40 miles. The wear and 
tear on the machine during the trip 
was less than one-quarter of 1 per cent- 


"The greatest difficulty we .^coun- 


tered was the had condition of the 
roads generally—that is, their rough- 
ness. Throughout the United States the 
roads, generally speaking, are wretched. 
Now in France exactly tbo reverse is 
the case. There they have the finest 
roads in the world. -It is not a matter 
of wonder, therefore, that French auto- 
mobiles easily make 30 miles per hour 
or more. If the same roads were to be 
found here, 60 miles per hour could be 
made with gasoline automobiles. If a 
man had to depend on the machine 
alone, the Frenchmen could not beat 
us, but they have tha roads in' their 
favor. 


"Practicability is where economy 


comes in. You can buy gasoline for 6JX 
cents per gallon. Electricity cannot' be- 
gin to compare with that price. In 
burning gasoline in an automobile 35 
per cent of heat units is obtained. In 
coal, after eteam has been obtained, 
only 0 per cent of heat units is ob- 
tained ; hence the advantage of gasoline 
over steam. 


"Near Rhinebeck, up the Hudson, 


we overtook an ox team. We passed the 
team nt the rate of 25 miles per'hour, 
while its speed was not more thnn two 
miles per honr. There were the old and 
the new for you. If the time of the 
driver had been worth anything, it 
would have paid him to have had 'an 
automobile to draw hip wagon load, for 
the wagon in which we .were riding 
was hauling just as much weight' as 
was the ox team. Near Amsterdam we 
raced with a freight train for a couple 
of miles on an np grade and beat it by 
100 yards. The train consisted-of an 
engine and thn»e cars. ' 
• • • ' . ' 


"We found the worst piece of road 


between Buffalo and Albany and tbo 
best between Sing Sing and New York, 
We came flying through Yonkers at 
the rate of 80 miles per hour, and just 
tore np some of the bills that had on 3 
per cent grade. We went so fast that 
the policemen whistled after us tt> .stop, 
so that they might arrest us forfpst 
driving, I suppose, but I did not stop. 
I wanted to make time first and be ar- 
rested, if necessary, afterward."—New

A surgeon of the British navy, who 


accompanied tbe United States troops 
to the Philippines and who witnessed 
the fighting of March 25 and SC, dur- 
ing which Colonel Egbert waa killed, 
has furnished an interesting account of 
the fighting under Generals MacAr- 
thur and Wheaton for the Hongkong 
Times of April 13, which has jnst been 
received at Washington. His descrip- 
tion of the fighting is graphic and in- 
teresting, but all the principal facts 
have been anticipated jn official and 
press dispatches. The writer, however, 
gives a number of incidents which 
caine under his personal observation 
that are worth reproducing. Here is an 
incident following the captnre of Mala- 
bon, which explains the action of the 
Filipinos when wounded, or jnst prior 
to captnre, in disposing of their arms 
and ammunition. Says the writer: 


"One prisoner'was captured in the 


village. The first thing he did was to 
light a cigarette. To the northeast of 
the church and village lay an open 
tract of country, across which the rebels 
were scampering in hundreds, with the 
object of reaching the woods that lay 
teyond. Several of them were shot as 
they tan, and fell dead or wounded in 
tbe Seld. I found one Filipino captain 
shot through the head. His rifle bad 
been carried off by another Filipino; 
bnt, as he had fallen on to his cartridge 
bag, no time had been allowed to 're- 
move this in the general stampede. I 
appropriated bis cartridges, and later 
oq in the day counted ISO rounds of 
ammunition (the brass bullet). I men- 
tion this fact to show how well these 
men are armed. Farther on I came

across another poor fellow shot through 
the heart and lungs. Blood was welling 
up from his mouth, and he was prac- 
tically moribund. Not far from the lat- 
ter I saw a struggling form endeavor- 
ing to conceal himself in the bush. 
Never shall I forget the look of terror 
in his eyes as I ran up to him. He 
thought he "was about to be done away 
with. His left thigh had been pierced 
by a Krag-Jorgensen bullet. "However, 
he calmed down when he found that 
my intentions were not murderous, and 
evinced every sign of gratitude when I 
proceeded to dress his wounds, even 
offering to go halves with the remainder 
of water in his bamboo water carrier. 
I found his rifle, an 1896 Mauser, not 
far away, but the back had gone. He 
had thrown it away, and alternate 
coaxing and threatening on my part 
were futile in making him say what he 
had done with it or indicate where he 
had concealed it. Aguinaldo has issued 
orders that whenever a soldier feels 
himself to be mortally wounded or so 
wounded that he is rendered helpless 
and will probably fall into the hands of 
the enemy he is immediately to con- 
ceal or destroy his arms and ammuni- 
tion. On the other hand, should any 
soldier come across a dead comrade he 
is to appropriate the arms and ammu- 
nition of the latter, in order that they 
may not fall into the hands of the 
Americans." 


The British surgeon, after his ex- 


perience with the Americans on the 
Sghting line, gives an opinion of the 
American volunteer in comparison with 
the British regular soldier, which will 
be read with interest. He says: 


"There is a great deal of difference 


between the American soldier and our 
own. As individuals I look upon the 
former both physically and mentally as 
our superiors, collectively as distinctly 
inferior. 
Put in another way, the 


American soldier is better probably 
than the English, Irat an English regi- 
ment is better than an American. A 
typical soldier should be, speaking 
broadly, a nonthinking unit of an or- 
ganized whole; he should be one of the 
wheels within wheels of a complicated 
machine, ready to obey in an instant 
the order of the officer immediately 
over him without any private opinion 
he himself may entertain as to tbe 
utility or inutility of that order. How, 
the American soldier is not this. He 
discusses and criticises the tactics of his 
general with as much freedom as he 
would the weather. Another point with 
which one is particularly struck is their 
absolute indifference to danger, amount- 
ing at times to a callous recklessness. 
Before the line advanced from Caloocan 
the soldiers might have been seen play- 
ing baseball, though fully exposed to 
the fire of the rebel trenches. 
Every 


two or three days a life was lost 
through mere carelessness. On asking 
one of the men why he so exposed him- 
self, be said, 'Well, we've been in these 
trenches now for some six weeks and 
have got tired of dodging bullets.' 


"I was taking a photograph of a 


group of soldiers one day last week and 
was in the act of focusing on tbe 
ground glass when a rebel fired at 
either me or the camera. The bullet 
went through the bush I was standing 
in, between the legs of the camera and 
into the earth just beyond. This being 
the first time I had experienced the 
whistle of a bullet within seven inches 
of my face, I am not ashamed to con- 
fess that I was somewhat discomposed 
and could not prevent an involuntary 
ejaculation and start. Unfortunately 
tripped and fell over the camera. The 
soldiers, seeing what had happened, 
rushed up to me, thinking I was bit, and 
when they saw how matters stood they 
buist out into the most unceremonious 
laughing. Said one of them, 'G 
that was a darn sharpshooter who mis- 
took the spont of jour picture machine 
for the muzzle of a machine gun.' " 


The writer thinks the insurgent 


trenches are better constructed than 
are tbe American trenches, bnt he has 
a very poor opinion of the insurgent 
marksmanship. "With regard to the 
trenches," he says, "there is no doubt 
bnt that those made by tbe rebels are 
incomparably superior to the American. 
One can walk behind the former in an 
upright position with perfect impunity 
even as regards modern artillery. Their 
one great and fatal fault is that they I 
•re opt long enough an.d^ar^.jjfigtitwte |j 


of lateral buttresses, being thus not 
capable of protection from an enemy 
in the rear or flank. 


"With regard to the shooting of the 


rebels, I can only describe it as accu- 
rately inaccurate. Their missiles always 
eeam to pass 20 yards above tbe object 
they aim at. Were eorne one to lower 
their sights or instruct them to aim at 
the ground fl?we 30 yards in front of 
the enemy, Ctieir shooting would be 
deadly. They have a motley .collection,} 
of amis and ammunition, which they 
have obtained from* the Americans and 
Spaniards. The former gave them a 
considerable quantity of ammunition 
at the commencement of the Spanish- 
American war, but latterly the Fili- 
pinos 
have 
been 
obtaining large 


amounts through the agency of the 
Chinese." 


The Chinaman's services are not only 


useful to the Americans, but are made 
profitable to themselves, and in pursuit 
of gain he does not hesitate to work on 
both sides of the lines. "John China- 
man," says the writer, "is a kind of 
middleman between the two foes. In 
the daytime he is with the Americans, 
smilingly driving their water buffaloes 
for them, but surreptitiously gathering 
information with his ears and ammu- 
nition with his handa 
At nighttime 


he sneaks over to the rebel lines and 
barters his pelf. I have seen Chinamen 
behind American trenches collecting 
eackloads of empty cartridge cases. I 
have found these as reloads in the car- 
tridge bags of the rebels. The latter are 
only hard up for the cases; the lead 
and the ingredients for making gun- 
powder they have in abundance. Only 
this week I came across two Chinese 
prisoners and was told that they were 
caught in the act of making away with 
a whole case of ammunition. However, 
it must not be imagined that all the 
Chinese here act in an" inimical manner 
toward the Americans. A great many 
of them have rendered valuable service 
to the latter, loading their guns for 
them behind the trenches and cooking 
their food, etc. I have seen Chinese 
coolies carrying wounded Americans 
from the fighting line amid a rain of 
bullets, displaying the utmost indiSer 
ence to the danger they themselves were 
in. For a day's work of this kind John 
;ets $1.50, with which he is more than 
satisfied. Some of them, however, ap- 
preciate danger, as the following in- 
cident proves: Wishing to obtain some 
photographs of the action, I persuaded a 
Chinaman to accompany me and carry- 
ray camera with the promise of a dol- 
lar at the end of the afternoon. We had 
proceeded eome distance with the troops 
when a bullet or two whistled through 
the trees overhead, followed by the dis- 
tant reports of rifles. One of the Amer- 
icans drew ray attention to John. He 
had dropped my camera and was scut- 
tling away. I called out after him and 
held up $2, but his only answer was 
Tong, pong, no watcheel' "—Special 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Ination'to the board. A copy of the let- 
iter of resignation, is printed in today's 
.Transcript and examination of it will 
show it to be a remarkable document. 
The'letter contains a most serious 
charge Against the mayor of this city. 
&or!rat|N>riefly, the charge is that the 
(inayor- h'as insisted on the removal of 
pfr. Boughton so that opportunity may 
•he made to pay a political debt. 


Mr1. Boughton, the city is given to 


^understand, resigns to save the board 
[of fiealth from interference on the part 
of the mayor, this interference being 
(directed to accomplish Mr. Boughton's 
.•removal. Assuming the case to be cor- 
,r'ect(y stated, it is to the credit of the 
'a«ent of the board of health to take 
jthis step, for such interference could 
only operate to spoil the efficiency of 
:the 'Ijoard. We may here state for a 
better understanding of the situation 
that; the resignation of Mr. Boughton 
was not asked for by the board, and 
that it is well understood that Dr. P. 
t>. Stafford, chairman of the board of 
health had determined to resign rather 
than' be a party to the removal of 
Agent Boughton. Interference which 
brings about this state of affairs is 
certainly something to 
be avoided, 


hence the credit falling to Mr. Bough- 
ton for his manly course.

What is the llgitlmate power and pro- 
vince of the inayor in the matter. He 
has none. The board of health is ap- 
ppinted by the mayor, but the board 
appoints and is responsible for 
Us 


•gent. Besides, the agent is protected 
by the civil service laws. 
So long, 


then, as the agent of the board of 
Health does his duty there is no reason 
if or his removal and no powf r that can 
<il»f«lly bring it about. There is only 
,«n* way to accomplish the removal of 
Agent Bouffhton, or any public official 
^mllarlly situated, and that way is to 
make his official life so unpleasant that 


to roaifu his office rather 


than put up with the Unpleasantness, 
In the case of Mr. Boughton we 
are informed that the unpleasantness, 
because of the dictatorial attitude of 
the mayor, had reached the point where 
tho chairman of the board of health 
was prepared to resign to escape it. 


People who are accustomed to re- 


serve judgment on such a matter as 
this will search for a reasonable cause 
for siv. Boughton's removal. \Ve con- 
fess that we are unahte to find one to 
give them. If such reason exists it has 
not appeared and is known only to the 
mayor and the <;hairman of the board 
Of health. Since Mr. Boughton's letter 
of resignation must be admitted to our 
public records, 'and will constitute the 
darkest blot on them if it be not dis- 
proved, it is the duty of the mayor and 
chairman of the board of health to 
make public the sufficient reason for 
the removal of Mr. Boughton. 
It is 


their duty to do this for the sak'e of 
the city much more than it is for their 
own personal standing in the com- 
munity. 


The reputation of Mr. Boushton 


makus such a, disclosure to the public 
imperative. Mr. Boughton is a man of 
good repute, has been considered a 
most competent official and is able in. 
his letter of resignation to point to his 
board's endorsement of his work 5n«its 
last annual report. We all know how 
high the North Adams health depart- 
ment stands in the estimation of the 
state health officers and Mr. Boughton's 
faithfulness and energy in the perform- 
ance of his duties contributed largely 
to the making of this standing. 


The case, to say tho least, is an ex-' 


traordtnary one, and brings the city 
of North Adams, as she has never been 
brought before to face the question, 
Is it possible that her public service 
is to be sacrificed for purely personal 
ends?

t When a foreign tongue essays to 
adapt itself to the intricacies cf the 
English language, cnrions blunders 
,often follow, either in word use or ar- 
rangement cf idiom. In a police court 
noi very loug since an interpreter was 
asked whether the prosecutor could 
apeak English, and his own small ac- 
quaintance with our language was at 
once apparent when he answered amid 
loud laughter, "He spik only a leetle 
drop." To hjm there was little differ- 
ence between a "bit" and a "drop," 
and it must have appeared jnst as suit- 
able to treat a language as a liquid as it 
was to consider it a solid. 


Asked whether he knew a certain per- 


son, a foreign witness cried excitedly, 
with many expressive shrugs: "I know 
him ultimately" (that is, intimately) 
"long time while since, and now I have 
always the pleasant of his ackuo * idge'' 
(acquaintance). 


A Dutch porter in Amsterdam prided 


himself upon hie "thoroughly know" 
of English, as he gleefully told an Eng- 
lish traveler who could not understand 
much of his talk. Asked to be careful 
of the portmanteau, he said: "Sitting 
lie'' (probably "certainly"). "I am 
take the very sorrowful care of dis." 


The one word "sourd" in French 


means, of course, in English, either 
"heavy" or "dull" or "deaf," and it is 
a continual stumbling block to French 
folk striving to acquire English. This 
explains why a Frenchman, noted for 
bis really good English, could perceive 
no blunder in his remark when he call- 
ed his valet a very deaf fellow, mean- 
ing he was dull, for the man was sharp 
enough of hearing. A French lady, too, 
made the same mistake w,hen referring 
'to the very "deaf" pain she bad in her 
head, caused by the excessive "deaf- 
ness" of the atmosphere.

what the weapon was that was used, 
but it was some sharp, instrument. 


He alleges that he was attacked by 


Ottmulier, who threatened to kill him, 
and struck him. He escaped, but not 
before he was badly used up. Ottmul- 
ler ran away, ami was not seen until 
ho created another 
disturbance 
for 


which he was arrested. 


In court this morning1 Ottmuller 


pleaded guilty of disturbing the peace 
and was fined $5. He was held for a 
hearing on the more serious charge.

A proposition was made recently for

The propo- 
sition now suggested is- to put a liridg-e 
over the neck of the Jake from opposite 
the Watson pavilion and near the boat 
club's house; from there to have a four- 
rod road built entirely around the lake, 
on the south, west and north shores, 
and connecting again with the Lanes- 
boro highway near tho Gqrton place.

Statement by Laurier Said 


to Evade the Point. 


lord Salisbury Had Conceded That 


1'acilie Ports Were Ours, 


Had Agreed With Ambassador Choato to Sub- 


mit the Question to Arbitration. 


Washington, June 1.—Sir Wilfrid Lati- 


rier's statement about the controversy 
between the United States and Canada, 
as telegraphed from Ottawa, agrees with 
the understanding'of the case at this 
Capitol as far as they go. But they evi- 
dently do not tell the whole story. 


In the first place, Sir Wilfrid confines 


his revelations to what occurred within 
the joint 
commission's 
conferences. 


Even these he does not uncover every- 
thing, for he gives no account of the 
reasons why the proposal to arbitrate 
came to naught. The fact is that the 
United States agreed absolutely to the 
proposal to arbitrate, after the precedent 
established in the Venezuela case. The 
only point on which, the two countries 
differed was that the United States de- 
manded that this arbitration should toe 
actually "on all fours" -with the Vene- 
zuela arbitration. In other words,' the 
arbitration about Venezuela covered 
matters which had been in controversy 
between the two governments for mor« 
than 50 years. 
« 


Our commissioners were not disposed 


to draw the line quite so sharply as they 
might on an equal lapse of time, but they 
did insist that, as the commission had 
been created distinctly for the settlement 
of "existing differences" between the two 
countries, and the scope of its authority 
was thereby limited-to such differences, 
it had no right to take up any new dif- 
ferences which might be added to the 
catalogue at later dates; and hence, as 
the territorial claims Vhich now form 
the gravamen of the-controversy had 
never been advanced by, Canada till after 
the creation of the commission, thafbody 
was without authority to settle them. 


This seemea like a. sufficiently .'logical 


proposition, but Canada would not take 
that view of it. New conditions, she 
thought, had arisen, owing to the recent 
gold discoveries and the apparent neces- 
sity for her procuring an outlet to'the 
eeacoast. She was not moved from her 
position, even though-the newness of her 
claims was demonstrated by the fact 
that she had permitted our people to build 
up large towns within the disputed ter- 
ritory, like Skaguay and'Dyea, and even 
at Pyramid harbor to put up a cannery 
with American capital ajid under tn« 
protection of American lav.-. 


The commission adjourned its sessions 


so as to allow the two principal govern- 
ments to reach a diplomatic agreement;; 


During the week ending April'20 an 


amicable understanding was reached be- 
tween the foreign office in London and 
Ambassador Choate, to the effect that 
the territorial claims of Canada should 
be submitted to arbitration, except as to 
Skaguay and Dyea, which the British 
government candidly admitted shcjuld 
bp treated as belonging to- the Bnited 
States. 


The president approved the prelimi- 


naries and the whole matter wa-s on the 
eve' of arrangement when the British 
foreign office suddenly called a halt, 
necessitated, according to its own state- 
ment, by the fact that Canada had put 
her veto upon further negotiation on that 
'basis. 


The officials here are unwilling to foe 


drawn publicly into a controversy over 
the boundary question, even though the 
matter has been made the subject of a 
statement by Mr. Laurier, which, in the 
ordinary course, would relieve them 
from the obligation to maintain silence.

Relations of members 
of the mission who can show police 
passes will be admitted, but the police 
have received instructions to prevent 
the presentation of flowers and to request 
those who wish to present them to send 
them to the secretary of the Army and 
Navy club. 


Marchand is regarded by emotional 


people as the victim of parliamentary 
republicanism, and doubtless he thinks 
so himself.

Appropriate to the Memorial Day 


Season, oi Famous Characters 


. 
In the "North Versus 


South" Straggle, 


' iolfllers go to war nowadays equipped 
with snap shot cameras, and there will 
never be the dearth of accurate por- 
traits of prominent actois in the Span- 
ish-American war that followed the 
civil war. The government has already 
taken up the task of preparing an illus- 
trated history of the Spanish war. Ma- 
terial is, of course, abundant. 


The largest part of the illustrated ma- 


terial pertaining to the civil war now 
owned by the government consists of 
the Brady collection of negatives ac- 
quired in 1875 at a cost of ?25,000. These 
negatives and an album of photographs 
made from them are now in the war de- 
partment library at Washington. They 
include some battle scenes, views of for- 
tified places, ships, etc., but for the most 
part are photographs of officers. 
A 


glance at the catalogue of these por- 
traits shows, how importance was rated 
35 years ago. There are 88 negatives of 
groups of the Seventh New York militia 
and'not half a score of any other one 
regiment. Grant has 52 poses, Custer 
posed 27 times and Admiral David D. 
Barter 15 times as against 7 of Farra- 
gut. McClellan posed 7 times only, 
Sherman 10 and Sheridan 14. 


Owners of illustrated war books must 


not feel that they are defrauded be- 
cause their works do not contain all the 
Grants, Shermans, Ousters and others, 
but it is a fact that many of the best of 
them are not in engraved prints. While 
recently looking over the most remark- 
able collection of civil war photographs 
ever made I was surprised to find that 
the best portraits are not -those that 


been selected by book'illustrators, 


Hall has a collection which forma an in- 
teresting study. The different photo- 
graphs of each subject are mounted 
upon a large card or cards, and upon 
one such may be seen Fitz-Hugh Lee 
from a- lieutenant in the United States 
army down to 1865", when he was a ma- 
jor general in the Confederate States 
army. On another card is Sheridan as 
a second lieutenant and again as full 
general; with all the grades between 
repiesented. One of the very best Sher- 
idans is that reproduced with this artl- 


I cle showing him at the time of his ride 
j from Winchester to the front at Cedar 
Creek. 


The Grant reproduced is an oddity, 


but it is not so odd as some engravings 
put forth by reputable publishers as 
being his portrait, it is said that some 
of the first book engravings o'f Grant 
were made from the photograph of an 
army teamster who was known as 
Grant's double. That was In the days 
of Cairo and Belmont, 1861, when he 
was a brigadier general. 
As colonel 


Grant kept his characteristic close crop, 
but getting away from cities and bar- 
bers his beard grew down to his chest. 
Mrs. Grant visited camp and remarked 
that the change did not become him in 
her eyes. Nevertheless- she asked for 
and got a photograph, and thus the long 
bearded Grant got into print. In a short 
time Grant went to Cairo and had his 
beard cut off and. his face shaved. But 
a smooth faced Grant is not known to 
war collectors. This shave was his first 
in 20 years or more, and he let his beard 
grow at once, so that all the photo- 
graphs •gir major general, lieutenant 
general, general and president show 


. Andersons' in Richmond. The Aj^der- 
sons wete to th<? south what Brady was 
to the north. None of the Mahones is 
handsome, but all are characteristic, 
and none is more so than the rare one 
here repiodueed. 


Genet<il rfimon B. Buckner, who sur- 


rendeied Fort Donelson to Grant and 
lemainecl his lifelong friend, is repre- 
sented in Hall's collection by an excel- 
lent photogiaph taken at the time. 


Nathan Bedford Forrest, the Confed- 


erate "wizard of the saddle," has been 
engraved in many suises, and, consider- 
ing the common reputation of this won- 
derful man, it is strange that there la 
an actual portrait of him in existence. 
But Hall has one original photograph 
from life taken when Forrest was a 
brigadier general in 1862. There one 
reads the real Forrest more than In the 
worked uj^ and presumably dignified 
portraits found in books. The repro- 
duction of the real Forrest photograph 
accompanying this sketch is the first 
ever made for print. 


Two rare and excellent photographs 


of Morgan, the raider, are in Hall's col- 
lection. One presents him full length, 
sitting. The other is here reproduced. 
It was taken in 1864, shortly before his 
death. 


Colonel Jack Mosby, the Virginia par- 


tisan, is another Confederate surround* 
ed with romance and pictured in all va- 
rieties. From a photographed group 
composed of Mosby and his officers the 
accompanying portrait of the celebrated 
raiding chief is taken. 


If Hall had been more bloodthirsty 


away back in 1862 or had Mosby's ways 
been less unconventional, there proba- 
bly would not be an accurate photo- 
graph of the redoubtable colonel and 
his men. When Hall's regiment lay at 
the Robinson house near Liberty. Va., 
Mosby among others visited the planter 
in citizen's dress. One day after a vis- 
itor had gone and was just mounting 
his horse beyond the guard-lines Rob- 
inson's son said to Hall: "There goes 
John W?>sby. Wouldn't you like to get 
him 
iosby had. passed within a few 


peated until the genenals finished their 
talk at long range, saluted and rode off 
alon?. 


A most interesting feature of Hall's 


collection is a lot of ambrotypes cap- 
tured in the Confederate mails. Many 
a romance might be woven about these, 
for some are from soldiers at the front 
to their sweethearts and others from 
girls at home to their soldier lovers. 
Many have letters inclosed in the case, 
and one has a lock of .golden hair. The 
postage on these mementos was from 
35 to 50 cents and was not indicated by 
stamps—simply the figures and the 
word "paid." 


In a letter inclosed in his ambrotype 


Private Moxley, with the army in Vir- 
ginia, said that ha wanted to get back 
to Georgia to "see the girls very 
mutch." Corporal Fly, in Tennessee, 
sent his portrait to, a girl in Mississippi 
"as a token," etc., ending with a bash- 
ful but unequivocal-declaration of .love 
which found its way to Uncle Sam's 
archives instead of reaching the heart 
of the maiden in Mississippi. One mis- 
sive is written on an illustrated letter 
sheet, with the first; page taken up by a 
Confederate parody on "The Girl I Left 
Behind Me." 


Hall's searches for war portraits have 


been long and persistent and nat spur- 
red on by simple curiosity or greed. 
Among other tasks he set himself was 
a, collection of all the colonels killed in 
battle. 
This he haa not quite com- 


pletqd. Another was a collection of the 
108 major generals, lieutenant generals 
and generals of the Confederacy. These 
he secured and has prepared an edition 
with each portrait etched or engraved 
on copper or steel. The complete mili- 
tary record of each officer accompanies 
the portrait. 
Out of 380 Confederate 


brigadiers Hall secured all but two— 
that is, 378 
* " 


The search for a picture of General 


J. H. Kelley of Alabama lasted IS years. 
Finally HaU'disco'vefed that Kelley had 
studied at West Point, but left before 
graduation. His class year was at last 
made out, and then one of its members, 


Drayton, C. S: A., and Captain Perclval 
Drayton, U. S. N., were brothers, as 
were General George B. Crittenden. C. 
S. A., and General Thomas L. Critten- 
tl?n, U. S. A, When llall was recruiting 
for .h'ls company' in- New York in 18,61, 
he enlisted » New Jersey college boy, 
who proved to he the son of General L.

Hall has made some practical use of 


his collection by supplying engravings 
for hook illustration, but In the main 
his enthusiasm in the work has led him 
to make It a'labor of love. He loaned 
The Century company, free of charge, 
SJ.OOO portraits for use in their war series 
of magazine articles and books. 


Another use which Hall has made of 


these valuable originals is the illustra- 
tion of several historical works in his 
private library. For this purpose the 
photographs have been etched or en- 
graved and printed upon pla*e paper 10 
by 12, or larger, and each sheet of book 
text has been inlaid to match the pic- 
ture. In this way Swinton's "Army of 
the Potomac" has been extended from 
one volume to five with 800 illustra- 
tions. Grant's memoirs have been given 
1,000 full page illustrations, Sherman's 
and Sheridan's each 500, Long's "Life of 
Robert E. Lee" and "McClellan's Own 
Story" each 500. Other historical vol- 
umes treated in the same way are 
Hood's "Advance and Retreat," Tur- 
ehin's 
"Chickamauga," 
"Buchanan's 


Administration," 
"Johnston's Narra- 


tive," Arnold's "Lincoln"—1,000 illustra- 
tions: Moss" "Lincoln," Boynton's "Na- 
vy," Dabney H. Maury's "Memoirs of a 
Virginian," Charles A. Dana's memoirs, 
Horace Porter's "Campaigning With 
Grant," the histories of the Second, 
Fifth and Nineteenth corps and the 
Scribner Army and Navy series. Scrib- 
ner'a 12 volumes of land campaigns 
have been extended to 35 by Hall, and 
the three naval volumes to six with 
illustrations. 


The % treatment of General .Jubal A. 


Early's small and obscure pamphlet 
entitled "Memoirs of the Last Year of 
the War For Independence of the Con- 
federate States" is typical of Hall's 
method of book illustration. The pam- 
phlet containa .145 pages. These have 
been inlaid up to 9% by 12 inches and 
300 page illustrations added. The pic-

This collection was made by C. B. Hall 
of the old Seventy-first New York mili- 
tia and Ninety-fifth New York volun- 
teers, a Lafayette post veteran and an 
expert in portraits. 


Mr. Hall has been engaged in hunting 


up original war portraits for' ther past 
20 years and has .gathered 40,000 of 
them, 20,000 within the past decade— 
that is to say, from 24 to 34 years after 
the close of the war. Of course he has 
gathered wartime portraits. He has 
half a dozen Grants that any old Union 
soldier will recognize at once and the 
last Lee ever taken—one with the gen- 
eral's autograph, presented him by Mrs. 
Lee. He has Custers, Shermans and 
Sherldans, BO lifelike and human that 
one of their soldiers, upon seeing them, 
feelg like taking them by the counter- 
feit hand. 


There are four points in Hall's collec- 


tion to make it interesting even to those 
who consider their knowledge on war 
portraits • complete. It contains thou- 
sands .of oddities long forgotten, rari- 
ties wltH'but number—that is to say, 
portraits of celebrated soldiers very sel- 
dom reproduced, portraits of some—like 
Cushing of Gettysburg, who fell dead 
after exclaiming, "Let m« have one 
more shot!'"and-of Hazlett, whose guns 
were dragged to the summit of Little 
Round Top'jugt in time to turn the tide 
—that have never been printed In any 
illustrated history of the, war. 


Of portraits of celebrities in all poses 


him with the well known- short, round 
cut, full beard:

The portrait of Grant which best re- 


calls him as he -was in the field, to my 
mind, is a drawing from • life made at 
Spottsylvania by Charles Reed, the 
Boston artist". In that. Grant wears a 
low crowned slouch hat, as he did 
whenever I saw him. The hat modifies 
the face somewhat; but, making allow- 
ances for that, Sail has three or four 
photographs from' life which fairly pre- 
sent Grant as he was in 1864-5. Not one 
published portrait in 20 is true to life, 
however. Of > Sherman, Hall has 
two 


_very odd photographs. As with Grant 
"and his alleged fondness for liquor ear- 
ly in the war, there- was a scandal about 
Sherman, to the effect that he was cra- 
zy. The two pictures -in question give 
color to that surnjise, but they( proba- 
bly show him "during a 'trying cam- 
paign, when, as. he said •himself, he s'at 
up nights while his troops were sleeping 
to plan battles*in which he led them by 
day. His hajr_and beard in these pic- 
tures 'a-'ppear to have been stroked the 
wrong way, and his face and likewise hla 
uniform coat seem awry and in keeping 
with the rest. Pictures tjf thai stamp 
recall the struggles of a war leader and 
more- fitly illustrate wartiraes^than do 
those which pose the subject as a .suc- 
cessful and satisfied conqueror, f 


Sheridan's portrait as he- was^-at the 


time of the great ride is a good one of 
Little Phil in 1864, but it is too neat and 
trim for the field.^ He was always the 
alert, ready soldier, capable,-however, 
of unruffled repose.

feet of Hall in leaving the house. After 
the war Hall engraved Mosby's portrait 
and in corresponding with him learned 
that that famous night rider had fre- 
quented Robinson's place in disguise 
while it was under Federal guard. 


Hall brought out of the war many in- 


teresting personal reminiscences which 
arc called up when he displays his col- 
lection of pictures. One about Ban But- 
ler is timely in view of the row n\er 
modern army rations. When ih.- i-ev- 
enty-first was at Fortress Monioe un- 
der Butler, the soldiers were quartered 
on an old transport which was over- 
run with rats. Appeals to be let ashore 
had no effect on Butler, so the men 
| joined in a round robin and asked to 
have fresh meat supplied them to give 
them .strength to cope with the original 
inhabitants of the ship. This protest 
was met with the ultimatum, "Eat the 
rats."

ABOLISHING A SAFEGUARD. 


The British board of trade has abol« 


ished one rule in the system that Sam« 
uel Plimsoll so laboriously built up aft* 
r years of hard work that may hava 
erious consequences. This is the abo- 
ition of the "winter 
north Atlantic; 


ine" on vessels. 
Before Plimsoll's time vessels -wera 


systematically overloaded and sent td 
sea to take their chances of foundering 
n the first gale they encountered. Ha 
devoted his life to the creation of a sys- 
tem which should give a margin of 
safety to seagoing ships and finally 
succeeded in having 
the 
"Plimsoll 


mark" adopted by the British govern- 
ment. The British board of trade, which 
has supervision of such things, ordered 
that it be affixed to all seagoing vessels, 
and the work of affixing it according to 
the principles laid down by Mr. Plimsoll 
was and is still intiusted to Lloyds. 


The first part of this "mark" is a cir- 


cle crossed by a bar, and that bar indi- 
cates the normal safe depth to -which 
the vessel can be loaded down. But as 
what may be safe loading in some 
weathers is not safe in others a second 
mark was placed at the right of the 
first. This is an upright mark having 
four horizontal bars running out from 
the right of it and one from the left. 
The bar running to the left is highest 
up and is called the "fair weather 
mark." The highest bar to the right la 
the "Indian summer mark," the next 
lowest the "summer," the next the 
"winter" and the lowest the "winter 
north Atlantic." 
Now, north Atlantic winter weather 


is the wor&t a ship can possibly en- 
counter, and therefore it was ordered 
that she should not be loaded down so 
deeply for voyages in such weather as 
she could be with safety in any other 
weather. 
Plimsoll had not been long 


dead when an agitation was begun for 
a modification of his marks. The own- 
ers and shippers wanted to be allowed 
to take a little more chance with the 
•Binds and the waves. The margin ot 
safety, they said, was too great. The 
result was that last December the board 
of trade reduced the margin of safety 
required in all vessels up to and in- 
cluding those of 330 feet in length and 
in vessels above that length abolished 
the "winter north Atlantic mark" al- 
together. 


This abolition of the old mark means 


a considerable gain in freight .carrying 
capacity. For example, a vessel of from 
7,000 to 8,000 tons register will be able 
to carry 150 tons more cargo, or 300 tona 
out and back, enabling her to earn, say, 
another $1,500 for her owners. 


But it is a significant fict that since 


the abolition of the "winter north At- 
lantic mark" nine steamers have been 
reported missing on the north Atlantic, 
representing in the aggregate 
26,754 


tons. 
Th?> loss in value of ships and 


cargo amounts to $2,645,000. 


This would seem to indicate that the 


boaid of trade made a big mistake 
when it undertook to interfere with the 
Plimsoll mark. Losses at sea are fre- 
quent enough when every care is taken. 
To, remove any of tho safeguards which 
have been thrown around ocean travel 
is little less than criminal.

McKINLEY COMING. 


President Will Visit W. B. Plun- 


kett in. Adams Again. Will 


Come June 21. 


There was a sensation for qlty hall 


today in the resignation of James A. 
Boughton as agent of the board of 
health. The resignation was. handed to 
Dr. Stafford, chairman of the board, 
last night, and will be a-cted upon by 
the board at its regular meeting' this 
evening. The actiori was unexpected ex- 
cept to a veiy few of those most, inti- 
mately acquainted with affairs in con- 
nection with it, and will be a general 
surprise, in. spite of ,the many rumors 
which have been circulated of late in 
regard to the office. 


The sensation comes more in the rea- 


son given for the resignation than, in 
the act itself. Mr. Boughton's letter of 
resignation is given in full below. It 
states as the reason that the mayor has 
repeatedly requested Mr1. Boughton's re- 
moval, on the ground that the office 
ha,d been promised . in payment of a 
political debt, and makes the serious 
charge that Mayor Cady has been inter- 
fering with the function of a board that 
does not come in any- way under his 
jurisdiction after its appointment is 
made. 


The making of this charge-is so de- 


finite and formal a way is likely to 
cause a great deal of discussion, and 
the action of the board of health on the 
matter will be watched with the deepest 
interest 
It is generally believed that the board 


will accept the resignation and prompt- 
ly elect J. Q. Erwin as agent in place 
of Mr. Boughton. 


For a long1 time there have been ru- 


mors of such a possjple change, but the 
board of health has so far refused to 
take any such action. Mr. Boughton 
states in his letter that it is to save the 
board the necessity u«-p^rther embar- 
rassment in opposing the mayor's wish- 
es in the matter that he resigns 
% 


- It is said that the office was priomised 
to Mr. Erwin at the tithe of the last 
city election, and Mayor Cady is said 
to have gone frequently to different 
members of the board and asked that 
Mr. Erwin be named as its agent. 


It was understood a short time a<jr> 


that Dr. Stafford, chairman of the 
board, threatened to resign his1 position 
rather than to stay on_the board and 
see Mr. Boughton thrown out" in^such 
a way. Such a statement fiiay'have de- 
cided Mr. Boughton in making1 the 
present move, to save 4he doctor from 
the necessity of sacrificing himself. 


The reason for the mayorjs interest In 


the affair is not clear. Some time ago, 
before the last election, it is said that 
Mr. Cady ordered Mr. Boughton to take 
a certain action directly opposed to Mr. 
Boughton's orders from/ the board of 
health, and that the agent promptly re- 
fused to do anything under the mayor's 
orders, but as the mayor has no pos- 
sible authority over the agent it, is not 
believed that this could have had any- 
thing to do with the matter. 


The stgries of the mayor's opposition 


have been known for some months, and 
a great many men have 
interested 


themselves in the matter since" the ef- 
ficiency of Agent Boughton in the office 
is generally recognized. 


Mr. Boughton has been agent of the 


board since July, 18D6, soon after the 
formation of the city. He has proved 
a most valuable man, and it'jwill be 
hard to find any one in the city who can 
perform the duties so satisfactorily He 
has made a careful study of the work, 
and is recognized as one of the most 
efficient health officers in the state. On 
him falls al| the responsibility of mak- 
ing the inspections of dairy stables, 
from which milk is brought to the city, 
the livery stables under the city ordin- 
ance, and the bakeries, besides mapy 
other matters. He handles all com- 
plaints in regard to nuisances, and on 
his judgment the board relies very 
largely in making its decisions. 


The results of the work he has done 


are seen in the city health records, 
which show that the number of con- 
tagious diseases ft a serious nature 
have been largely reduced during the 
last few years. That the board appre- 
ciates his work is shown by the com- 
mendation given him in the last city 
reports, reading as follows: 


"The duties of the agent of this board 


are many and trying, and for the very 
able way in which, he has performed 
them, as well as for the assistance he 
has rendered to the board, as such, we 
wish to thank him."

mayor has several times demanded of 
you. my removal from?the position that 
I hold as agent of your board and, 
having been told that the place was \ 
promised by him in payment of a poli- 
tical obligation and also knowing that 
such interference on the part of the 
mayor causes the board much trouble 
and annoyance, I herewith hand you 
my resignation to take effect the 31st 
day of May, 1899. 


I sincerely regret the necessity of so 


doing but I feel that under the circum- 
stances I have no other course. 


I wish to return njy sincere thanks 


to the entire board for the courteous 
treatment I have received from them 
since I have acted as your agent and 
to you for the honorable stand you 
have taken in my behalf. It is a great 
satisfaction for me to know that my 
services have been perfectly satisfac- 
tory to the board as expressed in your 
last annual report, and to have the peo- 
ple of the city know tjjat it is through 
no neglect of duty thai I am compelled 
to sever my connection with the de- 
partment.

Wilmington Mason Dead 


Ca,ptain Walter Wallace Smith, one 


of the veterans of '61, and a member 
of Social lodge, F. & A. M., of Wil- 
mington, Vt, died at his home in 
FItchburg on the evening of Memorial 
day. He had suffered from chronic dis- 
ease contracted in the service which 
gradually undermined his constitution 
and probably prepared the way for .his 
sudden demise. Captain Smith was bbrn 
at Wardsboro, Vt,, October 11, 1837, and 
his parents were Lewis and Lucinda 
Smith.

He was mustered in December 31, 1861, 
as'sergeant of the company, for a term 
of three years; reenlisted December 21, 
21, 1863, was promoted to captain, -De- 
cember 24. 1864, and 'was discharged 
from the service July 13, 1865, the war 
having ceased.

Of Two Important Pieces of Legisla- 


tion. Text of Veterans' Pref- 


erence Veto. 


In the legislature yesterday the vetoes 


which were \\ritten Monday and filed 
A\ith the clerks of the twio branches 
respectively were made public. 
That 


of the bill to extend the veterans' pref- 
erence law to the veterans of the Span- 
ish war was laid on the table by the 
senate by a vote of 18 bo 10. That of 
the bill to exempt trades unions from 
making annual returns to the insur- 
ance commissioner was postponed to 
tomorrow by the house. 


In his first veto the governor says: 


"The question presented by the bill un- 
der consideration is whether it is wise 
at the present time to extend this pref- 
erence to the veterans of the Spanish 
war. Except in the spirit of ready loy- 
alty which prompted enlistment and of 
courage and endurance which charac- 
terized the service, the condition at- 
tending the two wars.were not closely 
similar. In the war of the rebellion the 
very existence of the nation was at 
stake. The fighting was long contin-, 
ued, and was fierce and constant. 


"The inception of the late war with 


Spain made a like demand upon the 
patriotic youth of the country, and it 
was answered with a zeal and readiness 
which have not been exceeded at any 
previous time when the nation needed 
a soldier's services. But the war was of 
short duration, and but a small pro- 
portion of the many thousands who 
were eager to enlist were vouchsafed 
th£ privilege. 


"The commonwealth has been wisely 


generous in her treatment of these, her 
brave sons. I have yet to learn that 
any considerable number of the soldiers 
of this war have expected or asked for 
more. I should feel that I were doing 
them dishonor if I believed that the ex- 
pectation of such preferment to public 
office as is provided in this bill entered 
into the motives which prompted their 
enlistment, or that the desire for it 
was general so soon after the close of 
their honorable service. The effect of 
this act upon the^public service of the 
commonwealth, I think, would be se- 
rious. 


"I do not believe that the act under 


consideration is at the present timo 
either nece&sary or wise, or tha.t there 
has been shown in its support any gen- 
eral desire on tho part of those who 
have "served in the late war to their own 
credit and to the honor of the common- 
wealth. Appointments to the so-called 
classified positions in the public service 
should be made on the ascertained fit- 
ness of the applicant, and not as boun- 
ties or rewards. The effect of thjs act 
would be seriously to hamper and im- 
pa!r t!i-f --^.ministration of this system 
and to dinii.iish greatly for many years 
to come the opportunity for employ- 
ment in the public service, not only.of 
civilians, many thousands of whom 
were as eager to offer their services to 
the national government as tho^e whose 
services were accepted, but also of 
the men who in any future war may 
show themselves worthy of equal hon- 
or and gratitude."
